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Two exhibitions of prints from 19th century France open at the Cleveland 
Museum of Art March 12. They are, "Social Concern and the Worker - French Prints 
from 1830-1910," and, "The Artist and the Newspaper." Both exhibitions were 
prepared by Dr. Gabriel Weisberg, curator of the art history and education 
department of the Museum. 

"Social Concern and the Worker" reviews the social awareness of artists in 
tbe 19th century to the plight of city workers and field laborers, said Dr. Weisberg. 
"Many of the leading artists portrayed the worker and his changing conditions under 
rapid industrialization and government neglect." 

Represented in the show are such artists as Edgar Degas, Jean Francois Millet, 
Theophile Steinlen, Auguste Lepere, and Leon Lhermitte. The prints have been drawn 
from outstanding collections in this country and while in Cleveland the exhibition 
will be extended with the addition of prints and drawings from the print collections 
of the Cleveland Museum of Art. The exhibition opened in the Utah Museum of Fine 
Arts, Salt Lake City, and will be exhibited during the summer in the Indianapolis 
Museum of Art. It will be on display in Cleveland through May 12. 

In "The Artist and the Newspaper," the French cartoonists touch on the plight 
of the worker and the political questions and characters of the day. Dr. Weisberg 
said. Special publications were developed particularly for that purpose, and some 
prominent artists entered the field. Daumier, Gavarni, Forain, and Steinlen were 
among numerous printmakers whose work appeared regularly in French journals. 
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This exhibition, which extends through June 10, has drawn on the Museum's 
collections of prints from these controversial publications, and from volumes of 

" Le Rire " and "Psst...*." on loan from Freiberger Library, Case Western Reserve 
University . 

Audio-visual programs relating to both shows and a publication of "Le Charivari" 
based on an early French paper by that name will be available during the exhibition.
